existence of

brought back to civilization by the 
explorer Vilhjalmur Stefansson, ac- 
cording to .P. C. Lepetich, a miner 
who recently arrived here from Fort 
Yukon, Alaska, where he saw the ex- 
plorer. Stefansson, it Is believed, will 
arrive here this month. 


Steffansson is credited with the dis- 


covery of the light skinned natives 
fur up on Canada's Arctic rim. He 
found the tribe in 1908 while com- 
manding an expedition fitted out by 
the Canadian government and the 
American Museum of Natural .His- 
tory. 


The party penetrated 
into 
the 


whito lands, 
marked ."unihabited" 


on the maps, fur east of the Mack- 
enzie river, and in 1910, on Coron- 
ation Gulf, found Eskimos who had 
never seen white men from the out- 
side. According to Stefansson, they 
numbered probably 2,000. Unlike 
their dark hued brothers of Alaska, 
they had white skin, irany had red 
hair, the men wore full beards and 
all had light eyebrows.

APPEAL TO SIBERIANS 


Vladivostock, Sept. 13.—The En- 


tente Allies have occupied this city 
only "temporarily" to protect it from 
"the dangers which threaten it and 
the Allied Forces 
here 
assembled 


from the open and secret activities of 
Austro-German war prisoners, spies 
and -emmissaries," according to a 
proclamation issued here July 7.

hope that the period o ftranquility 
which will result may permit the re-

Austro-German Powers are. endeav- 
oring to fasten permanently upon the 
Russian people."

dence. The verdict found him guilty- 
of three, not guilty of one. He was. 
found guilty of attempting to incite- 
insubordination, disloyarOjeaietc., ' In 
the military and naval foi^es; 
at- 


tempting to obstruct fecruiting and, 
uttering language tending to incite, 
provoke and encourage resistance to. 
the United States ana to promote the- 
cause of the enemy. 


The 
count 
of which he was ad- 


judged innocent charged that he op- 
posed the cause of the United States. 


The jury was out five and a hall 


hours. When it was announced that 
the jury was ready to 
report, 
the- 


crush became great. Mrs. Rose Pastor 
Stokes drew her chair beside Debs- 
and into her hands he slipped his own 
hand, where it remained while ttie 
clerk was reading the verdict. 


Debs, in his address to the jury,, 


said he had not one word to retract,, 
and rather went out of his way to- 
accept the damaging St. Louis anti- 
war platform. 


The maximum penalty is twenty- 


years imprisonment and a fine of $10- 
000. John F. Sawken of the Bureau 
of Investigation, Department of- Jus- 
tice, who gathered the government's- 
evidence, was among the spectators.
